How  to  make  a  Rock  Garden 


HOW  TO  MAKE  A  HOCK  GARDEN 
AND  LILY  POOL  THIS  YEAR 

You  may  think  this  will  be  a  very 
difficult  task  but  there  are  a  few  helps 
that  will  make  it  very  easy. 

To  make  your  lily  pool:  Sink  three 
ordinary  tubs  in  the  ground  in  the 
shape  of  a  triangle.  Put  flowers  around 
them  and  in  the  middle  where  the 
three  tubs  come  together  put  some  tall 
plant  s*ch  as  a  canna. 

Put  some  rocks  and  boulders  around
